Maryland  studies 
death  penalty 

ANNAPOLIS  (FCNS)-The  Mary- 
land legislature  has  renewed  its 
debate  on  capital  punishment,  and 
has  received  testimony  from  diverse 
citizens'  groups. 

"A  death  penalty  will  be  passed  in 
Maryland  in  1974,"  said  Del.  Edward 
Dabrowski  Jr.  (D-Baltimore  City). 
He  told  a  House  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary  that  his  bill  would  impose  a 
mandatory  death  sentence  on  persons 
convicted  of  first-degree  murder  in 
connection  with  prison  confinements 
or  escapes,  kidnaping  or  a  contract 
killing  for  monetary  gain. 

Del.  Richard  Ryne  (D-Baltimore 
County),  who  has  co-sponsored  a 
similar  measure,  said  police  and 
prison  guards  need  to  have  the  death 
penalty  restored  to  give  them  more 
protection  in  their  jobs. 

European  trip 
announced 

The  French  and  European  Exper- 
ience is  the  name  of  the  month-long 
travel-study  program  being  organ- 
ized by  Clinton  Butler,  French 
professor  at  Indiana-Purdue. 

The  tour  begins  May  9  and  ends 
June  7.  Although  the  participants 
need  not  be  students,  three  hours  of 
credit  will  be  offered  to  Indiana 
students  for  the  tour. 

The  total  cost  of  the  month-long 
tour  will  be  $1080,  excluding  only  one 
meal  per  day  and  spending  money. 

The  itinerary,  which  is  structured 
rather  informally,  includes  time  in 
London,  Normandy,  Spain,  the  Rivi- 
era, Venice,  Yugoslavia,  Germany, 
and  Switzerland.  The  tour  will 
concentrate  mostly  on  France.

Student  independence 

The  Indiana  University  Student  Association  (IUSA),  a  new  name  for 
an  old  student  government  organization  on  the  Bloomington  campus,  is 
launching  a  drive  for  a  student  to  be  appointed  to  the  I,U.  Board  of 
Trustees. 

As  in  all  past  schemes  that  have  been  concocted  by  the  I.U.  student 
government,  the  support  of  the  regional  campus  organizations  is 
requested. 

IU-PTJ  Student  Body  President  Brock  Able,  much  to  his  credit,  has 
chosen  not  to  get  involved  in  this  campaign. 

This  decision  by  Able  was  not  made  on  the  grounds  that  he  opposes 
the  concept  of  a  student  trustee.  The  merits  of  a  student  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees  is  another  matter  entirely. 

Rather,  he  stayed  clear  of  the  movement  because  of  his  fundamental 
dislike  for  Bloomington  headed  programs. 

The  IUSA  takes  a  very  paternalistic  attitude  toward  •'its"  regional 
campuses.  At  least,  that  is  the  impression  that  IU-PU  student 
governments  have  had  in  the  past. 

Bloomington  likes  to  give  appearances  of  student  solidarity.  The 
regional  campus  students  are  expected  to  look  to  Bloomington  for 
leadership  and  protection. 

Where  was  this  leadership  and  protection  when  the  report  of  the 
Higher  Education  Commission  appeared  to  threaten  the  future  of  the 
regional  >  arupuses?  The  regional  campuses  were  left  on  their  own  to  fight 
that  one. 

But  now  the  IUSA  wants  to  put  one  of  its  students  on  the  board  of 
trustees,  so  it  is  turning  to  the  regional  campuses  once  again  for 
solidarity. 

Able  wisely  decided  that  the  interests  of  IU-PU  will  not  best  be  served 
by  fighting  for  a  Bloomington  student  trustee.  Other  regional  campus 
student  body  presidents  obviously  felt  the  same  way.  as  only  three  of  the 
eight  I.U,  campuses  were  represented  al  a  recent  meeting  to  discuss  the 

Mr.  Able  is  to  be  commended  for  demonstrating  independence  of  the 
Bloomington  sludent  government.  After  all,  would  the  IUSA  fight  to 
increase  regional  campus  representation  on  the  board  of  trustees?

SAN  FRANCISCO  -  Murder  in 
the  streets  and  violence  in  the  prisons 
are  the  keys  to  the  overthrow  of  the 
U.S.  government,  according  to  the 
revolutionaries  now  working  in  the 
United  States. 

Members  of  revolutionary  groups 
have  been  visiting  California  and 
other  U.S.  prisons  for  several  years, 
according  to  prison  officials,  in  an 
effort  to  build  a  revolutonary  army  -- 
while  other  revolutionaries  have 
turned  to  violence,  murder  and 
kidnaping  in  the  streets. 

Venceremos,  the  Maoist  revolu- 
tionary group  that  has  been  linked  to 
the  Symbionese  Liberation  Army  - 
which  claimed  responsibility  for 
kidnaping  Patricia  Hearst  -  has 
recruited  heavily  in  California  pri- 
sons, according  to  William  Hankins, 
invesliniilmg  sergeant  at  San  Quen- 
tin.  They  have  also  visited  prisons 
throughout  the  United  States. 

Many  members  of  the  Black 
Guerrilla  Family  (BGFt,  a  revolu- 
tionary group  of  150  to  200  hard-core 
members  headquartered  at  the 
Deuell  Vocational  Institute  in  Califor- 
nia, are  Venceremos  members. 

Having  gotten  the  BGF  on  their 
side,  sources  say.  Venceremos  is  now 
attempting  to  get  the  two  strongest 
prison    gangs    behind    them    -    the 


„angs  not  only  vie  to 
control  all  the  prisons  in  California, 
running  strongarm  rackets,  gambling 
and  homosexual  prostitution  in  the 
institutions  -  as  well  as  narcotics  - 
but  have  moved  into  the  streets.  The 
Mexican  Mafia  in  particular  has 
murder  and  robbery  squads  in  the 
streets  of  Los  Angeles,  according  to 
official  reports,  and  is  recruiting 
heavily  in  Sacramento,  moving  into 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  and 
building  an  international  narcotics 
operation. 

The  New  Family,  on  the  other 
hand,  controls  the  Central  Valley  and 
certain  coastal  towns  such  as  Santa 
Barbara. 

Both  of  them  are  plums  that  the 
revolutionaries  are  anxious  to  pick. 

Venceremos  has  also  reportedly 
contacted  white  gangs  on  the  inside, 
such  asihe  Polar  Bear  Party. 

"Everything,  in  my  opinion, 
seems  to  be  pointing  toward  Vencer- 
emos." said  Hankins.  "Everything  I 
have  come  across  seems  to  be 
showing  the  Venceremos  organization 
having  their  finger; 


i  arid  New  Family  in  1972  -  and 
almost  succeeded. 

A  Venceremos  woman  started 
writing  to  Cheyenne  Cadena,  identi- 
fied as  a  Mafia  leader  at  California's 
Chino  prison.  She  urged  him  to  make 
peace  with  the  New  Family  prison 
gang  and  to  join  with  them  in  the 
destruction  of  the  prisons. 

Cheyenne  -  a  young  handsome 


man  who  was  described  by  an 
ex-Mafia  leader  (now  in  hiding)  as  a 
"stone-cold  killer"  -  began  talking 
peace  with  the  New  Family. 

A  truce  was  arranged  but  later 
fell  apart  when  two  Mafia  soldiers 
who  didn't  know  about  the  truce 
("Their  ranks  really  did  need 
purging,  and  that  proved  it,"  said  one 
prison  source.  "The  soldiers  didn't 
know  what  was  going  on.")  attacked 
two  New  Family  members  at  Chino. 

The  New  Family  was  enraged, 
figuring  that  Cheyenne  had  betrayed 

On  Dec.  17,  1972,  Cheyenne 
Cadena  was  attacked  as  he  left  his 
cell  logo  to  the  exercise  yard.  He  was 
slabbed  50  times,  thrown  over  a  tier  to 
land  on  the  concrete  floor  below.

Today  the  lack  of  unrest  at  campuses 
around  the  country  is  newsworthy. 
What  has  changed?  The  students,  the 
universities,  or  both? 

Clearly,  changes  are  apparent  in 
both  factors.  Rigid  adherence  to  a 
structured  curriculum  within  a  disci- 
pline has  pretty  much  been  discarded 
in  favor  of  a  variety  of  options. 
Students  are  much  more  likely  to  mob 
athletic  fields  (this  campus  excepted) 
than  ROTC  offices.  Perhaps  the  most 
significant  change  is  in  the  perception 
by  a  student  Of  his  role  at  the  school.  If 
the  majority  of  students  view  their 
education  in  terms  of  acquiring 
employment  upon  graduation,  which 
seemed  to  be  a  major  criticism  by  the 
group  discussion,  it  could  very  well  be 
that  the  majority  of  students  feel 
social  change  can  best  be  accom- 
plished from  within  the  framework  of 
the  society.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a 
certain  sense  of  intimidation  is  felt  by 
many  students  upon  experiencing  an 
instructor's  imposed  viewpoint.  In 
fact,  perhaps  a  majority  of  students 
feel  that  some  of  the  course 
requirements  are  irrelevant  to  their 
goals.  But  don't  mistake  classroom 
yawns  for  vocational  apathy.  The 
very  students  whose  educational 
motives  were  imputed  by  the  panel  on 
"Why  Students  Don't  Think"  will 
graduate  into  important  positions  and 
inherit  a  certain  power  to  effect 
change.  They  are,  if  you  will,  the 
Ralph  Naders  of  tomorrow.  Lord 
knows  we  need  them. 

And  the  "truth"  to  which  the 
majority  of  students  aspire  will 
definitely  not  be  discovered  anywhere 
near  their  psychic  navels.  Rather,  it 
will  be  found  only  in  the  active  pursuit 
of  learned  ideals.  Students  are  not 
exempted  from  the  imperatives  of 
their  environment.  The  myriad  roles 
into  which  they  are  thrust  as 
individual  members  of  a  society  will 
condition  and  form  their  concept  of 
"truth."  As  a  vital  factor  of  the 
environment,  educational  institutions 
will  do  well  to  remember  that 
students  are  not  being  molded  by 
curricula  alone  but  by  the  extent  to 
i  the 


Students,  therefore,  do  think.  It 
comes  as  no  surprise  to  most 
students,  but  it  could  very  well 
revolutionize  the  patronizing  panels 
being  formed  to  stir  student  interest.
